S Englifb Ships are the beft 
that ever fail’d the Ocean, as 
our Shipwrights excel all o- 

yey chers in the Art of building, 
as our Timber is the moit 

durable and fittteft for that 

GNF Purpofe ; fo our Sailors have, 
for feveral Ages paft, maintained the Reputa- 
tion of being the braveft in the World. What 
noble-Exploits have they performed, how ge- 
neroufly have they hazarded their Lives in ac- 
quiring Glory to their King and Country ! Life 
and Limb- had no Part ot their Confideration 
when an Enemy was to be attack’d, or a dan- 
gerous Enterprize undertaken. When well 
uled by their Commanders, they look Death in 
the Face with as much Serenity and Chearful- 
nefs as if they were going to aFeaft. Let’em 
but fairly fet too, and they will never flinch 
from the Action fo long as they have an Ounce 
of Powder or a Bullet left, or the Ship is able 
to fwim. A hearty Dram of the Captain’s 
Bottle, in the Heat of their Fury will make ’em 
invincible ; for they are never Cowards, but 
when their Commanders are fearful. 

But Courage is not the only good Quality 
of an Enghfh Sailor. Adctivity in Danger, Pa- 
tience in fuffering the Miferies that are the ufu- 
al Attendants of a Sea-Life, Hardinefs in bear- 
ing the moft difaftrous Events, Expertnefs in 
working a Ship in whatever Situation fhe is in; 
to which let me add a hearty Crearfulneis, with 
which they perform every Part of their Duty, 
are the Charatterifticks ot a true-bred Engit/h 
Sailor. The Love and Efteem they have tor a 

ood Commander, will make them fuftain the 

TC ccocmitits of Cold and Heat, Hunger and 
Thirtt, without the leaft Murmur or Com- 
laint, unlefs it be of the contrary Winds and 
boifterous Weather that have kept them too long 
out of Port. Thefe are the Men who nave car- 
ried the Englifo Glory to the utinoft Bounds of 
the Univerfe. What Nation, what Climate is 
there, which the Sun travels over, that have 
not feen or felt the Bravery of our honeft 
Tars ? F 

But tho’ all this and much more may be juft 
ly faid in Commendation of the Brit Mari- 
ners ; yet it muft be allowed, that thele good 
Qualities are exerted with the greateft Vigour, 
and fhine the brighteft, when under the Com- 
mand of Officers tam’d for their Valour, Ex- 
perience, Conduct, and generous Treatment 
of thefe brave Fellows who are committed 
to their Charge. For whenever their Cap- 
tain betrays any Timidity,. Ignorance, Rafh- 
ne(s, or Inability, in his Direction or Beha- 
viour, fuch is their Rough a that 
they never fail to make him their ftanding 
Jeft among themfelves, and perhaps ftigma- 
tize him with fome Nickname that fhall ex- 

fe him to the Ridicule of the whole 

avy. Admiral Wholebones is never men 
tioned without a Grin at the Occafion which 
gave him that Name. But when a Com- 
mander is prudent and intrepid through 
his whole Conduét, and behaves with Affabi- 
lity and Condefcenfion, rewards Merit where 
he finds it, and encourages Bravery in every 
Inftance of it, he is almoft ador’d by his faith- 
ful Crew. That brave Admiral Sir John Nor- 
ris, in one of his laft Expeditions, coming on 
Board his Ship, was thus accofted by an old 
Weather-beaten ‘Tar, * What, Sir Fobn alive ! 
* Heavens blefs your Honour! Now, my 
* Lads, for the Glory of the Engti/f> Flag a- 
* gain! I hope your Honour is come to give 
* us another Brufh with the Monficurs. Ah! 
© Sir Fobm, if I could but once more help to 
* trim their Jackets, as we have done former- 
* ly, methinks I could die in Peace. Since 
* your Honour left us, thefe capering, daftard- 








* ly French Rafeals have had the Audacioufnefs 
* to brave us to our Faces; let em do fo now 
* if they dare, we'll foon make ’em lower 
* their Topfail and cry Cavy.’ Sir Fohn, who 
fmil’d all the While he was talking, reply’d, 
Well faid my Heart of Oak! FT fee, Jack, thou 
ert fiill the fame. Mettle to the very Back! only

drink bis Majefty’s Health. Such are the Com- 
manders, and fuch the Men, that have carried 
the Honour of the Englifh Flag to the highett 
Pitch ! 

But as Facts are more convincing than bare 
Affertions, or even than the moft perfuafive 
Eloquence, I fhall produce fome Inftances 
from Hiftory in Support of what I have been 
advancing. : 

No fooner did Trade and Commerce take 
Footing in this Ifland, but our Ships were {een 
to fpread the Ocean, and Royal Navies were 
fitted out for the Protection ot the Merchants 
in their Traffick. So long ago as the Reign of 
King Alfred, in the Year 877, that Prince fit- 
ted out a itrong Fleet againit the Danes, who 
were continually invading the Realm, gave 
them a terrible Overthrow, and funk and de- 
{troyed the greateft Part of their Fleet of 120 
Sail. * This Prince, fays Rapin, after he had 
“ conquer’d all his Enemies, and provided for 
the Satety of the State, he endeavour’d to 
make the People relifh the Fruits of Peace, 
by introducing Trade and Commerce. He 
order’d a good Number of Merchant Ships 
to be built, which he let out to the principal 
Merchants for the Encouragement of Trat- 
fick. So that by Degrees the Englifh were 
in a Condition to repair the Loffes occafion’d 
by folong a War. It is affirm’d that tome 
of thefe Merchants traded as far as the Kaj/t- 
Indies, from whence they imported {everal 
Things unknown to the Englijh.’ 

The next confiderable Action we read of per- 
form’d at Sea, was conducted by our heroic 
Edward WII. in Perfon. He had already made 
an Expedition into France, on his Return made 
great Preparations for a fecond Vifit. Pdilip 
King of France, aware of his Defign, took the 
propereft Meafures to impede it, and for that 
Purpofe provided a mighty Navy in the Ha- 
ven of Svuce confifting of two hundred Sail of 
Ships, befides many Galleys, and 2000 Men 
armed in the Port ready to encounter him up- 
on his Landing ; of which Edward being ap- 
priz’d, prepares the like Number of Ships, and 
iets out to Sea upon Midfummer Eve, and be- 
ing joined .on the Morrow after with a Navy 
likewife from the North Parts, conducted by 
Sir Robert Morley, encounters his Enemy, 
who lay to intercept him, with fuch Force and 
Courage, and fuch Advantage of Wind and 
Sun, that he utterly defeated the whole Navy, 
took and funk all their Ships, flew 30,000 
Men, and landed with as great Glory as fuch a 
Victory the greateft that ever before was ob- 
tain’d by the Englijh at Sea) could yield, tho’ 
Edward was there wounded with an Arrow in 
the Thigh. Mott of the French rather than en- 
dure the Arrows of the Englifd, leaped into the 
Sea. Whereupon, adds my Author, the 
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French King’s Jefter, fet on the Nobles 
to give him Notice of his Overthrow, which 
they durft not do themfelves, faid, and often 
repeated it in the King’s Hearing, Cowardly 
Englifomen, daftardly Englifomen, faint-hearted 
Englifomen'| The King at length afked him, 
why ? Becaufe, faid he, they durft not leap out of 
their Ships into the Sea, as our brave Frenehmen 
did. 


In the next Reign, which was that of Richard 
II. we find, that when no Relief could be pro- 
cured from the Government againft the De~e- 


dations of one Mercer, a Scots Pirate, Fckn 
Pbilpot, an Alderman ot Leadon, undertook to 
chattize him at his own Expence. Mercer fee- 
ing the Englih neglected the Northern Seas, en- 
ter’d the Port of Scarborough, and carried away 
the Merchantmen that lay there. This Succeis 
infpiring him with greater Hopes, he lon 

cruifed in thofe Seas, and took confiderabie 
Prizes. The Damage fuftained by the Mer- 
chants occafioned great Complaints to the Mi- 
niftry ; which being difregarded, Pébiipot, full 
of Indignation, to tee the Englifh Merchants 
expofed to the Ravages of this Pyrate, under- 
took at his own Expence, what thofe at the 
Helm neglected to do with the publick Mo- 
ney, and a powerful Fleet, if they had thought 
proper to have employed it. He fitted out 
fome ftout Ships, and with a thoufand Soldiers, 
went in Queit of the Scots Pyrate ; whom he 
foon engaged, defeated, took Prifoner, and 
returned in Triumph to London. This brave 
Aion, which gained him the Applaufe of the 
People, and cifectually redreis’d a publick 
Grievance, was look’d upon ina very different 


gerous Confequence, to fuffer a private Perfon 
to undertake a Thing of that Nature, without 
Permuffion from the Government. Upon which 
he was jummoned before the Council to juftify 
his Conduét, and anfwer to the Charge of 2 
high Miidemeanour in fetting forth an Arma- 
ment, and committing Hottilities without a 
fuficient Authority. But he gave fuch ftrong 
Reafons tor what he had done, and at the fame 
Time exprefied himfelt with fo much Modefty, 
that the Council thought proper to difmifs him 
without any farther Trouble. 


This indeed is a peculiar Cafe, and not to 
be drawn into a Precedent, unlefs upon a fimi- 
lar Ocafion when the Government refufes its 
Protection to the oppreffed or injured Sub- 
jects ; nor even then, but when no Redrefs 
can poffibly be obtained any other Way. In 
Pbilpot’s Affair, the Merchants were daily plun- 
der’d, their Ships taken, and their Commerce 
interrupted ; and that not by an open and de- 
clared Enemy, but by a Pyrate, a Thief, a 
Robber, one who ftood in open Defiance to 
the Laws of all Nations, and therefore as lia- 
ble to be feiz’d and brought to Juftice by thofe 
whoie Property he had forcibly taken, as a 
Highwayman is by thofe he has robb’d. So 
far as this was the Cale, Pdilpot, I think, was 
juftifiable, and he had as good Reafon to de- 


ftroy the Plunderers of his Property, as 


any Man has to arm in Defence of him- 
felf and Family, and even to kill thofe who 
befet his Houfe with an Intent to break. in 
and rob him of his Money or Effeéts. But 
this is not the particular Uie I would make of 
this Initance, which is recorded by all our 
Hiftorians; but I bring it to thew the true 
Spirit of an Englifbman , who, tho’ fubmiffive 
and obedient to Authority, fo long as that 
Authority fhall protect him in the Enjoyment 
of his Rights and Property; yet, when that 
ceales to defend him, or connives at, or in- 
creafes his Oppreffion, he prefently takes Fire, 
and refolves to do himielf that Juftice which

To thefe I thal add, XI. a Duty of 1s. 6d. per Chal-

‘Thefe were a!]l the Taxes we were liable to at the 
Time of the Rewolstion, which, at the higheft Computa- 
tion, produced but 2,061,8561. 7s, 9d. 2q. and yet, 
with this Revenue King James the Second {upported his 
Civil Lift, Kept a formidable Navy ready to put to Sea, 
an Army of neat 30,000 Men at Land, and faved Money 
yearly, if we can credit an Account of the [flues of his Ree 
venue, given ia to the fame Seflion of Parliament, which 
amounted to no more, at a Medium, than 1,699,363 1. 
2s. 9d. therefore ic is probable he had large Sums of 
Money lodged in private Hands fomewhere or other. 

Secr. Ul. National Debts fubfifiing at the Revolution. 

Now as to national Debts at the lime of the Revolu- 

tion, I mult obferve, that there was not one Shilling that 
could properly be called a national Debt, becaufe not con- 
tra&ted by Authority of Parliament; nor were any of 
them afterwards provided for by Parliament, but the Debt 
due to the Servants of King Charles the Second, which his 
Succeflor, as ulual, neglected to pay ; and the Debt called 
the Bankers Debt. Aso the firit, it amounted to but 
66,0001. and the Payment of it was provided for by an 
AG of the firft Seffion after the Revolution ; but how much 
of it was a€tually paid is a Queftion, becaufe, by a Provifo 
in che Aét, no Money was to be paid to any fuch Servant, 
but fuch as, before the fir? Day of February, 1689-90, 
thouid take the Oaths to the new Government; which, 
without Doubt, many of them refuted or negiected to do. 

Then as to the Debt called she Bankers’ Debt, tho’ 
charged by Letters Patent from King Charles the Second 
Hg the Heredjtary Excife, no Provifion was made by

Lisbon, Fan. 24. There avé arrived inthe Tagus fix 
French Men of War defigned for the Eait-Indies sand it is 
faid they have an Officer of Dutinttion on board, who is 
to command in Conjunction as well asunder the Orders of 
Monlieur Dupleix, The Rio de janeiro Fleet, which is 
fafely arrived, is this Year prodigioufly rich, having 
brought in Gold 1,514,706 Crutadoes, on the King’s Ac- 
count, and 12,270,281 Crufadoes on the private Account, 
exclufive of Gold in Bars, and four Chetls of Diamonds. 

Warfaw, February 5. Count Zamofki, Governor of 
Lublin, having feized by Force and Arms the Fortrefs of 
Zamofck and the adjacent Territory, belosging to the 
young Staroft of Zamofck ; and the latter being too weak 
to recover his ¢itate, implored the afliftance of Prince Rad- | 
zivil, Palatine of Wilna and great General of Lithuania, 
who immediately fent him 1500 men well armed. With ' 
this Succour the young Staratt advanced towards the Cita- 
del of Zamofck ; and Count Zamofcki having been appre 
henfive of the Storm, had fecured in his Interett the Counts 
Po,ocki and Poniatowfki: The former fent him a Rein- 
forcement of 259 Foot Soldiers with 300 Horfe, 100 
Turks or Kipkees, and 17 Field Pieces ; and from Ponia- 
towtki he received 700 Coflacks of the Polifh Ukrain. 
The two little Armies were in fight, and ready to come to 
Blows, when the Palatine of Cracow, feconded by the Bi- 
fhop of the fame city, and by the Archbithop of Gnefna, 
interpofed as a Mediator: His wife Countfels, and the pa- 
thetic Exhortations of the two Prelates, calm’d the two 
contending Parties, and hindered them from proceeding to 
Extremitics. While they were labouring at a Reconcilia- 
tion an Exprefs arrived from Drefden, with Orders from 
the King to lay down their Arms on being declared Ene- 
mies to the Country; and Count Branicki, great General 
of the Crown Army, is appointed by his Majefly to take 
Cognizance of this dangerous Quarrel. 

Madrid, Fan. 30. We aie affured that a Treaty of 
Commerce between this Court and the King of Pruffia js 
a@tually concluded, and will {peedily be made publick, and 
that it contains a very important Article relative to the 
Commerce of the Weil-Indies. 

Breflau, Feb. 13. All the Officers of the Regiments 
quartered in this Dutchy arrive fucceflively, in order to 
make the neceflary DifpoGtions for the Camp that is to be 
formed in the Spring, and are aétually taking proper Mea- 
fares for the Subfillence of the Troops while in Camp. 

Paris, Feb. 12. A Rumour ftill prevails that we fhall 
have a Camp next {pring in Alface, and another in the 
Bifhopricks of Metz, Tou: and Verdun. 

Antibes, Feb. 2. We have received Advice, that the 
Corficans have furprized the Ifland of Roffa, and all the 
French Pofts therein ; but it is believed the Troops taken 
therein will be releafed, as the Court has taken a Refolu- 
tion to withdraw all their Forces out of Corfica. 

Vienna, Feb. 10. A contagious Dittemper has appeared 
in Upper Auftria, which makes great Harock aim the 
Cattle. Regulations have been fent from Court to prevent 
its {preading, 

Bruffels, Feb. 15. "The Conferences relating tothe Bar- 
rier, ‘tis thought, will be atiended with Succets. 

Hague, Feb. 21. The Hon. Mr. Yorke has fent to the 
principal Members of the Regency Copies of the Anfwer 
to the King of Pruffia’s Reafons for detaining the Sums ad- 
vanced on Silefia. As the Pruffian Claim is {et afide by 
this Anfwer, it is eafy to forefee that the Affair is not at an 
End, and that the Grounds of the Difference will be far- 
ther canvafled before it be determined.

Letters from Madrid inform us, that Mr. Keene had 
fent home fome important Difpatches concerning the 
Treaty of Commerce on the Carpet between Spain and 
Proflia ; which, according to Advices received Yetterday, is 
now concluded. 

According to fome private Letters from Swiff:rland the 
Improvement of ftony and barren Soils by the Culture of 
Stainfoin grows more and more in Ufe in the Caatons of 
Berne and Soleure, the Country about Neufchatel, the 
Pais de Vaux, and alfo in Burgundy. It grows in the moft 
rejected and unlikely Places, amongit Fiints, Rubbith, 
Pebbles, and in the hardeft Soils. Some in fowing mix it 
with Oats to prevent its coming up toothick, and boaft of 
prodigious Advantages from this Method. 

The Board of Works have taken a Survey of the Houfe 
adjoining to the Parliameat-Office in Old Palace-Yard, 
Weitminiter, in order to have it pulled down and rebuilt 
in a more commodious Manner, for the Refidence of the 
Clerks belonging to the Right Eon. the Houle of Peers. 

Four Men of War are fitting for the Sea at Plymouth., 

The French Ambaffador has prefented feveral Memo- 
rials tothe Spanifh Miniflry, foliciting Redrefs of fome 
old Grievances, and the Reftoration of feveral Privileges 
formerly enjoyed by t»e French Nationa in Spain, particu- 
larly that of having a Judge Confervator, and an Exemp- 
tion from being liable to be imprifoned by the Spanith- 
Courts of Juftice. 

It is faid that the Court of Berlin intends to fet up a Welt 
as well as Eaft-India Company, which will take place as 
foon as the Treaty of Commerce is regulated at Madrid. 

They write from Penzance in Cornwa!, that on Wed- 
nefday Night the 14th Inftent, a Veilel was drove on 
Shore about four or five Miles from that Place laden with 
Wine, Oil, Lemons and Ovanges, fuppofed to be coming 
from the Streights, and all the Crew perifhed, fo that they

alfo 590 ib. of Tea. The Cutter had nine able Hands on 
board ; one of whom is Jimes Newton, who fome Years 
ago made his Eicape out of York Goal, where he had been 
fent for Smuggling. He was committed the 21i to New- 
caftle Goal.

= at a Tavern, was tried and hang’d within three 

ays. 

By a Letter from Bandon in Ireland, we have an Ac- 
count, that twelve Women of that Town were brought to 
bed in two Days, and each had Twins, and that there was 
not one Girl amongft the twenty-four Children, who are 
alive, and all likely to do well.
